CONDITIONS OF SALE.

Second. —No person to advance less than 2s. 6cl. at each bidding;—above 
five pounds, 5s .—and so on in proportion. 

Third. —Each purchaser to give in his or her name and place of 
abode, and pay down £25. per cent., if required , in part of pay¬ 
ment of the purchase-money , the sum or sums so deposited to he 
applicable to all or any of the lots bought by such purchaser. 

Fourth. —The lots to be absolutely cleared away, with all faults and 
errors of description, at the purchaser’s expense, within one day 
after the sale. Messrs. Foster will not be responsible for the 
identity of either subject or master.
